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The Useful Sentence 




Definition: The useful sentence is a series of words that are added to each other in 
order to give a complete and full meaning. 

The full sentence can be made of two words or more. 






Example: 
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Note: The useful sentence cannot be formed with just one word whether that word 
is a verb or a noun. 


The Noun Sentence 
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Definition: It is a sentence that starts with a noun whether it is the name of a 
person, an animal or a thing. 

It is necessary that the sentence conveys a full meaning in order to be called a 
sentence.
